HELEN IS HAPPY. 


A Visit to the Home of the Negro 
Platter and His White Wife. 


— 


The Bride of a Few Days Tells the Story of 
Her Elopement and Marriage—She is 
Insane—The Black Man Will 
doe Arrested. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh. 

Ba.timore, July 25.—Miss Helen Owens of Anne 
Arundel County, whose elopement with Jesse Platter, 
the negro employed on her brother-in-law's place, 
caused such a sensation to that county, and also in 
this city and Washington, is now living with her 
black husband at the humble cottage of Platter s 
sister, about five miles from Benning's Station, on 
the Baltimore and Potomac Railroad, in Prince 
George's County, Md. They were married in Wash- 
ington by a negro preacher. A reporter who visited 
the place found seated upon a chair within the 
building Mrs. Jesse Platter, nee Miss Owens. She 
presented a decidedly unattractive appearance, and 
was attired in a loose fitting wrapper of gray 
material. Her face was expressionless, and her 
eyes were dull and wild, and indicated a weak in- 
tellect. When the visitor entered she rose in @ 
frightened way and laughed lightly, which 
attracted her sister-in-law, Mrs. Emma Brent, a jolly 
fat negress. As the latter entered the room 
Platter pointed her finger at her and continued to 
laugh 8 Soon a crowd of negroes 
gathered about the entrance to the cottage who 
stood with staring bee and open +o evidently 
not understanding the cause of the merriment. In 
response to inquiries, Mrs. Platter then turned to the 
reporter, and in the presence of the 
gathering of negroes, told the story of her elope- 
ment and marriage as follows: “Jesse Platter and 
I were children together and grew up in close rela- 
uon to each other. 

WE PLAYED TOGETHER 
in the woods and took long walks across the fields 
and meadows. We fished together and would jump 
into the boatand go sailing with each other. 
learned to like Jesse and he was fond of me. He 
and I were about the same age, and we liked each 
other very much, He first came to work for my 
father at the commencement of the war, and 
worked there for four years. Then my fat dis- 
charged him and he got work in the neighborhood. 
My father kept close watch over me, when I. 
wanted to see Jesse, I was compelled to steal a \ 
and meet him sometimes under a tree 
near a fence. My father died about a 
ago, and Jesse cameto work for my 
in-law, where I lived. As soon as he came back the 
old feelings of my younger days returned and IS 
fell in love with him. I was never hap y when ts 
was not near and he told me that he wa not 
except when he was near me. We c ntinu to 
meet off and on from this time and about two 
months ago Jesse asked me to be his wife and I said 
yes. After we were engaged we determined to run 
away and watched for our chance. It came last 
Monday night. Jesse got a wagon and waited for 
me about a mile from my home. I met him and we 
drove to Milligan Station and oh. the 
railroad cars and came to Bowie's Station, 
then took the cars for Benning's Station, intending 
to get married there. After we arrived at Ben- 
— Station we came to sister Emma's house 
(pointing to Mrs. Brent) and stayed all night. The 
next morning we were arrested by Officer Prather 
and taken to Washington and presented at police 
headquarters. After keeping us there a while they 
let us go, and Jesse bought a marriage license and 
we tried to get married.

Mrs. Platter, nee Miss elen Owens, is of the 
well-known family of that name, who were 
among the earliest settlers of that part of Anne 
Arundei County. She is the daughter of the late Dr. 
Thomas Owens, who died near Bristol a litttle over 
a year ago. Miss Owens’ mother and herself resided 
on the homestead with Dr. Richardson, who married 


an elder sister. Before going away, Helen wrote 
the following note to her mother. 

“Dear Moraer—I have determined to go away 
and commit suicide. HELEN OWENS.

heen living with him for about that time. and 
scarcely an hour during that whole time had she 
been left unguarded. When there was any com- 
pany at the house she was never allowed to come to 
the first table, owmg to her peculiar ways, and it 
was on ove of these occasions that she eloped. 
There were several persons spending the evening 
at the Doctor's house, and when they 
went into the dining room they 
left Helen in the sitting room, never thinking 
for u moment that she and the negro lanned a 
scheme to elope. The doctor said that he w S- 
tisfied of the marriage. and that a warrant had 
sworn out and placed in the bands of the Washing- 
ton authorities for the arrest of the negro. who w 
be tried for abduction. When this is accomplished 
the next step will be to prove the woman's insanity, 
which Dr. Richardson says can be established wit 
out any difficulty. The doctor eaid that the feeling 
against Platter was intense.and should he ever show 


his fact inthe county again he would be lynched be-

Pants, July 2%.—Isolated cases of cholera continue 
to be reported in various parts of France, some 
widely aistant from the infected districts. A woman 
living at Courbevole, a village only a few miles 
from Paris, was seized with sporadic cholera Thurs- 
day. She was conveyed to a hospital and her lodg- 
ings thoroughly disinfected. No further cases are 
believed to exist in that community, Two cases of 
cholera occurred at Narborne, and at St. Nazaire, 
a village not far from Toulon, two deaths occurred. 
One was of an especially pathetic character. An 
unknown woman was seized while passing 
along the street, where she fell prostrate 
and expired immediately. A  pitiable case 
is reported from Marseilles. A woman 
of 70 years was missing for several days. The po- 
lice at last forced an entrance into her lodging house 
and found her body upon the floor in such a con- 
dition that she must have been dead some days. Ex- 
amination proved she was a victim of cholera, She 
had lived almost exclusively on fruit. 

PANIO STRICKEN. 

The corvette Argentina, recently at Marseilles, de- 
sired to take on coal at Gibraltar. The English au- 
thorities forbade this and threatened fire unless the 
vessel departed. The Argentina thereupon pro- 
ceeded to a port in Portugal and be gancoaling, but 
the inhabitants became panic stricken and com- 
pelled the authorities to order the immediate de- 
parture of the unfortunate vessel. Where the Ar- 
gentina is to find fuel enough to enable her to return 
to Laplata appears an insoluble problem. 

WOULDNS ‘T RETRACT. 

The Morning News was fined 50 france to-day for 
refusing to insert a telegram from M. Clemencern, 
the well-known radical, denying an alleged inter- 
view with himself which the News had published. 

THE SITUATION AT ARLES. 

The condition of affairs at Aries is deplorable, the 
water supply being entirely cut off owing to an acci- 
dentin the hydraulic apparatus. The numerous 
funerals of cholera, victims have been conducted by 
men who generally drink liquor. These funerals 
have been greatly retarded by the fact that carpen- 
ters refuse to make coffins for those who 
die of cholera. Nearly all the bakers and butchers 
have left the city. Food is consequently scarce and 
difficult to obtain. The panic throughout the city 
issimply indescribable. The epidemic appears to 
be extending. One death occurred at Saintes Maries 
dela Mer. The inhabitants of that town want to 
expel all refugees from Aries. In six different vil- 
lages of the department of the Bouches du Rhone 
from one to two deaths have occurred. In Vinti- 
miglia, Italy, there have been ten deaths. 

A FOOLISH WAGER. 

At Toulon two foolish youths made a bet as to 
which could drink the most seltzer water. One 
drank nine syphons and the other eight. Both died 
shortly after of cholera. 

MOST BACKWARD COUNTRY. 

In a debate in the Deputies yesterday in regard to 
the French law relating to epidemics, M. Bert de- 
scribed France as, after Spain and Turkey, the most 
backward country in Europe in sanitary matters. 

A COMMEROIAL ATTACHE 
will be added to the French legations at Washington, 
London and Berlin. 

BETWEEN 9 O'CLOCK AND NOON THERE WAS ONLY 
one death from cholera at Marseilles. A large fall- 
ing off in the number of cases is reported. 

THIRTY-ONE DEATHS. 

There were fifteen deaths at Toulon last night, 
five in the hospital, three in town and seven in the 
suburbs.

Bix hundred 
people have left Toulon within two days for the 
Pyrenees, The deaths at Marseilles last night num- 
ber sixteen. 

A SENSELESS SCARE. 

Lowpor, July 25.—The Paris correspondent of the 
Standard says: ‘The large number of those who 
recover from cholera shows the disease is not the 
same deadly character which some previous out- 
breaks displayed. There is a considerable exodus 
of people from Paris who are apprehensive that the 
epidemic will reach the capitol, but nothing of the 
nature of a panic has yet appeared. Your oorres- 
pondent has never seen Paris so deserted asat pres- 
ent. The English and American tourists give Paris 
a wide berth. Such a scare, he contends, is alto- 
gether unjustified, as the capitol is better cleaned, 
more abundantly watered and healthier than any 
other city in Europe.?

Texas Land Laws, 
From the Gaiveston (Texas) News. 

The papers continue to discuss the subject ef the 
public lands of the State, and as usual some of them 
overlook the constitutional limitations on the subject, 
as there ia reason to suppose the Legislature and 
State authorities have to some extent done. The 
present State constitution, after having provided 
for all previously existing just claims to the public 
lands and for conditional grants of lands to rail- 
roads, declares that no certificate of land shal) be 
sold at the Land Office except to actual settlers upon 
the same, and in lots not to exceed 160 acres,"’ and 
also declares that to every head of a family without 
a homestead there shall be given 100 acres of public 
land, upon condition that he will settle and locate 
said land and oceupy the same three years, and pay 
the office fees thereon; to a single man 18 years of 
age and upward, 80 acres on the same conditions. It 
is neither the policy of the State nor the National 
Government to encourage the accumulation of large 
bodies of land in the hands of individuals or corpo- 
rations, though the laws on the subject have been to 
a great extent disregarded. It is the expressed pol- 
icy of both the general and State Governments to 
prevent land monopoly, but neither has thus far 
succeeded in preventing the accumulation of im- 
mense tractsin the handsof comparatively few 
persons. This is destined to become an important 
issue in both State and National polities. ‘

“The extension of this work so that the whole city 
would be taken in could be accomplished with the 
amount of money lhave mentioned,” the Health 
Commissioner d. “In this way there would not 
bea stirring up of the city's dirt with more harm 
than good to its health, but a thorough cleansing of 
it through all its parta.’ 

GEN. TURNER'S VIEWS. 

Gen. Turner, Street Commissioner, was at his of- 
fice early, and was disposed to talk freely on the 
city's condition, 

“Our city is not in a deplorable sanitary con- 
dition, at all,” said he, “but of course much 
could be done to improve it in that re- 
spect if we had the . It would 
cost from $400,000 to $500,000 to remove 
the mud from the atreetsa, but mud is not 
unwholesome, and it would do nothing to facilitate 
the spread of an epidemic. What we must guard 
against is the accumulation of decaying organic 
matter, and this can only be done — 4 a very 
rigid inspection aystem. We are doing all that our 
means will permit toward keeping the 
alleys clean, and we are having very 
good success. St. Louis has sixty-six miles of paved 
alleys, and when alleys are paved there is absolute- 
ly no excuse for an accumulation of filth, We are 
immensely better off than Chicago in this particu- 
lar, for the Chicago allevs are, as a rule, unpaved 
and it is almost impossible to keep them clean. 1 
spent several days there recently, and I was riding 
through the city most of the time.
